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Mr .Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1942,’  It  concerns  the  Public  Health  work  of  the  Town  and 
includes  the  School  Medical  Report  and  the  work  of  the  Port  Health 
Authority • 

This  Report  is  based  on  the  various  Government  Circulars  that 
apply  to  Barry,. 

The  main  features  may  be  summarised  under  the  following 
headings  : - 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Vital  Statistics.  - These  figures  are  based  on  information  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General.  The  birth-rate  for  1942  was  19.2  per  1,000 
population.  This  is  an  increase  compared  with  the  rate  for  1941.  The 
death-rate  12.0  remains  almost  stationary.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
was  50  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  number  of  cases"  of  infectious  diseases'- was 
considerably  less  than  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  practically  50% 
were  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  epidemic 
disease, c 

PORT  HEALTH  AUTHORITY. 


During  the  year  1942,  the  normal  'duties  of  the  Port  Health 
Authority  have  been  carried  out  but  it  is  difficult  to  make,  any 
detailed  report  owing  to  restrictions  imposed  by  war  conditions. 

Certain  statistics  have  been  submitted  and  these  indicate 
that  efforts  have  been  mads  to  maintain  pre-war  standards,  particularly 
in  respect  to  the  conditions  under  which  seamen  live.  It  should  be 
observed  that  in  the  new  vessels  constructed  during-  the  war  period, 
much  improved  accommodation  has  been  provided  and  I hope' "the  day  has 
gone  when  living  conditions  shall  be  sacrificed  for  shipping  "space  . 

Fortunately,  durihg  the  year  no  major  diseases  have  been 
notified  and  the  general  health  of  seamen  was  found  to  be  good. 

Scabies  have  been  found  to  be  fairly  prevalent  but  the  facilities  for 
treatment  have  regularly  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  seamen,  with 
the  result  that  ninety-two  cases  were  treated  during  the  year.  This 
number  is  an  increase  on  that  of  former  years,  but  the  quick  turn 
round  of  vessels  does  not  permit  of  complete  treatment  in  every  case. 

Venereal  disease  has  unfortunately  been  on  the  increase, 
and  the  time  has  arisen  for  this  disease  to  become  compulsorily 
notifiable o Facilities  for  treatment  have  constantly  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  seamen,  as  well  as  other  classes  of  the  community, 
but  education  and  appeal  have  not  had  the  desired  effect  of  reducing 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  and  there  appears  no  alternative  but  to 
introduce  some  penal  enactment.  The  history  of  the  past  in  connection 
with  other  diseases  has  proved  that  up  to  a point,  appeal  was  useful 
but  ultimately  legislation  had  to  be  introduced  to  enforce  preventive 
measures.  {c 


Rat  Infestation.  ~ The  examination  of  vessels  for  rat  Infestation 
'has  been  well  maintained  and  whilst  cases  have  been  recorded  of 
vessels  having  to  proceed  to  sea  without  fumigation,  the  number  is 
comparatively  low.

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


There  were  no  changes  in  the  medical,  dental  and 
nursing  staffs  during  the  year.  Arrangements  for  medical,  dental  . 
and  cleanliness  inspections  were  carried  on  as  usual. 

There  has  been  no  curtailment  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  various  forms  of  treatment  or  the  provision  of  solid  meals  or 
milk.  The  Milk-in-School-Scheme  is  functioning  normally  for 
children  attending  school,  and  provision  has  been  made  for  children 
absent  from  school  on  account  of  illness  to  receive  milk  under  the 
scheme.  Approximately  90%  of  the  school  population  are  having 
milk  under  the  Milk-in-School-Scheme  and  20%  have  their  midday  meal 
at  school. 

Skin  Diseases.  - The  number  of  cases  of  skin  diseases  attending 
the  Clinics  remains  high.  • . f 

Treatment  Centres  for  Scabies  have  been  established 
at  Cadoxton,  Woodlands  Road,  and  Barry  Island  First  Aid  Posts  (in 
the  eastern,  central  and  western  parts  of  the  town)  and  the  nurses 
attached  to  the  posts,  treat  all  cases  referred  to  them,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  - A very  large  number  of  operations  for  the 
removal  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  performed  during  the 
year.  This  was  made  possible  by  using  the  Annexe  at ' the  Memorial  Hall 
to  carry  out  this  work.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  waiting  list 
had  been  practically  wiped  out. 

Nutrition.  - Classification  of  the  Nutritional  Table  shows  that 
78,7  per  cent  of  the  children  inspected  during  the  year  was  normal. 

The  Certified  Special  School  for  Mentally  Defective 
Children  Is  being  carried  on  normally. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Authority 
for  their  kindness  and  support  and  the  officers  of  the  Health  and 
other  departments  for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation.

- There  were  747  births  during  the  year,  and 
37  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  resulting  in  an  infant

Branch  Clinic,  Barry,  has  -kindly  compiled  the  following  report  in 
connection  with  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  at  Barry  during 

1942. 

In  accordance  with  the  figures  for  Great  Britain  as  a whole,  the 
records  show  a continued  increase  in  the  figures  for  1942 • over  thos^ 
of  the  previous  year.  The  -increase  is  most  noticeable  in  Syphilis 
(Gonorrhoea  being  probably  controlled  by  the  Sulphonamide  treatment) 
and  the  most  disqueting  feature  of  the  year  was  the  increase  in  early 
syphilis  amongst  females* 

The  end  of  the  year,  saw  the  introduction  of  the  New  Defence 
Regulations  33. B.  which  makes  venereal  disease  treatment  compulsory 
in  certain  cases,  and  also  the  inauguration  of  a * Propaganda  Scheme* 
throughout  the  country.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  these  new 
measures  will  prove  efficacious  in  the  reduction  of  Venereal  Diseases 
in  War-time,

MEAT  INSPECTION.

at  the  local  abattoir,  viz  -

Ante-  and  post  mortem  examinations  were  carried  out* 
53,276  lbs  of  meat  and  organs  were  condemned,  31,781  lbs  being 
tuberculous  and  21,495  being  non-tube rculous • 

Tuberculous  neat  accounted  for  21,298  and 
tuberculous  organs  for  10,483  lbs. 

Of  the  non-tube rculous  conditions,  parasitic  disease 
of  the  livers  of  cattle  and  sheep-,  (distomiasis  and  hydatid  disease), 
were  the  most  common  and  represented  nearly  60$  of  the  non- 
tuberculous  conditions* 

The  abattoir  now  affords  facilities  for  the  collection 
of  glands  for  the  production  of  biological  and  physiological 
preparations  for  use  in  medicine.  Condemned  livers,  other  than 
those ' affected  with  tuberculosis,  are  being ' collected  for 
pharmaceutical  and  bacteriological  purposes.

WATER . - Barry  has  an  excellent  supply  of  water  from  the  Taff  Fechan 
Water  Supply  Board.  The  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  are  satis- 
factory, whilst  the  bacteriological  results  indicate  a water. of  good 
bacterial  quality. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . - There  are  no  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  - There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of 
sewerage  disposal  in  the  area,  one  situated  at  Cold  Knap  in  the 
western  end,  and  the  other  at  Bendrick  Rocks  in  the  eastern  end  of 
the  town.  The  sewers  discharge  below  low  water  mark. 

Three  small  septic  tank  installations 
operate  in  the  west  end  of  the  district,  but  these  will  be  done  away 
with  when  an  additional  sewer  is  constructed  in  the  Porthkerry  Park 
area. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  farmsteads  and 
outlaying  houses,  all  other  premises  are  connected  to  the  public 
sewer.

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HOUSING.  - 

(a)  CLEARANCE  & IMPROVEMENT  AREAS.  - Barry  is  a 
comparatively  new  town  and  consequently  no  areas  have  Been  scheduled 
for  ’Clearance’  or  ’Improvement’. 

(b)  DEMOLITIONS.  - The  few  houses  that  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation  have  already  been  demolished. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS.  - The  recruitment  of  employees  from  the  building 
trades  and  the  transfer  of  men  to  essential  works  have  considerably 
increased  the  difficulties  in  securing  prompt  attention  to  housing 
repairs.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  that  the  most  essential 
work  shall  be  dealt  with  promptly. 

DRAINS . - During  the  year  80  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in.  ' Wa 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  - The  bi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the 
daily removal  of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical 
transport.  Salvage  work  in,  connection  with  the  war  effort  is 
maintained  in  conjunction  with  public  cleansing  and  trucks  are 
attached  to  freighters  in  order  that  suitable  material  can  be  kept 
separate  from  the  ordinary  household  refuse,  which  Is  conveyed  to 
the  Refuse  Destructor  and  burnt.

BED  BUG.  - Ninety-eight  complaints  were  investigated  as  to  the 
presence  of  bed  bugs,  and  generally  speaking  the  reports  indicated 
only  slight  Infestation. 

In  Corporation  houses,  employees  are  sent, to  disinfest 
by  means  of  insecticides,  blow-lamps,  etc.,  and  in  privately  owned 
houses  instructions  are  given  as  to  the  best  means  of  dealing  with 
bugs,  and  insecticides  are  provided  by  the  Health  Department, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION,  QF  FOOD.- 

MILK  SUPPLY.  - Forty- three  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the 
year  and,  of  these,  eighteen  were  reported  unsatisfactory. In  such 
cases,  steps  were  taken  with  a view  to  the  improvemeht  of  methods 
of  production,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  probable  cause  of  the 
unsatisfactory  results.  Follow-up  samples  were  taken  in  all  cases 
until  satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER.  1956.  - Two  retailers  are 
licensed  for  the  distribution  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  two  for 
Pasteurised  milk  and  two  for  Accredited  milk. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES . - There  are  21  producers'  and  110  retailers  of 
milk  within  the  area  of  the  Council;  and,  generally  speaking, 
premises  of  both  producers  and  retailers  were  kept  in  satisfactory 
condition. 

MILK  IN  SCHOOLS  SCHEME.  - This  scheme  is  being  maintained  and 
Pasteurised  milk  Is  supplied  by  two  local  retailers.-  The  ’Holder’ 
process  system  is  in  use  and  no  ’flash’  pasteurisation  plants, are 
in  operation  in  the  district,  » • 

MEAT  INS  PEC  T I ON . - Meat  inspection  in  butchers’  shops  is  carried  out 
by  your  sanitary  inspectors  and  during  the  year  4765  lbs.  of  meat 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  All  such  meat  was  made 
use  of  for  animal  and  poultry  feeding.  The  premises  of  retailers 
were  found  to  be  well  maintained  and  practically  all  were  equipped 
with  up-to-date  refrigeration  plants. 

FOOD  INSPECTION.  - Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out 
and  during  the  year  11,273  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption.
